Solimar Fire in Ventura County

On Saturday, December 26, a wind-driven vegetation fire broke out in Ventura County, north of Highway 101
and west of Highway 133. The Huntington Beach Fire Department responded as part of an Office of Emer-
gency Services (OES) Strike Team. This engine responded as part of an OES Strike Team that includes four
other engines and a Battalion Chief. This response is pursuant to the California Mutual Aid System. The
Strike Team was assigned firefighting duties in an area along Highway 101. They were released from the
incident and returned the afternoon of Monday, December 27.

Boulevard (north of Talbert) for a reported traffic collision with a trapped victim. Upon arrival, firefighters
reported a two vehicle accident.

ASSF The City Clerk’s Office has been providing passport services since Feb. 1, 2000, and we will
soon celebrate our 15th anniversary. Since then, we have issued a total of 61,562 applica-
tions. Our busiest year was 2007 when we processed 5,984 applications. This was because
Lo €ntry rules for border countries had changed requiring everyone to have a passport.

Last year, we processed 5,313 passports which made it our second busiest year since inception. The processing fee is
$25, which is regulated by the U.S. Dept. of State and stays in the City’s general fund. We also take passport photos for
an additional fee of $10. These fees help with the maintenance of City roads, parks, and other departments within the
City of Huntington Beach.

The City Clerk’s Office passport agents are very knowledgeable, courteous, and are always willing to help you. So when
you need a passport, please stop by and we will provide you with excellent service.
